TORONTO MEETS SUCCESS 

IN BASKETBALL FIXTURE 



McGill Fails to Overcome Lead in Strenuous Last-Minute 
Rally— Team Plays in Form Only in Dying Moments 
of Game — "Miss America" Introduced After Close of 
Game. 



Toronto won the basketball fixture on 
Saturday. Despite a t-?irific last min- 
i!c onslaught :hc ?t^ady moving outfit 
irom the Queen City held their heads 
veil above watfr and rami; out thv:e bas- 
kets ahead in the tirst'gamê of the series 
i n which McOill lias played. This gives 
Toronto a. second w in. inasmuch as 
Queens met defeat at the hands of lhi$ 
:cani last week, but ;hp McGill team is 
still in the running, and have every 
opportunity of repeating last year's feat,; 
when after losing a first game, in Toronto 
they were able to carry off the title, as 
•jueens staged a comeback and defeated 
:lie Blue and White squad . 

The High School gymnasium was 
crowded long before the game started. 
The rooters were there led by "Nuts" 
Minting. The gallery held a capacity- 
crowd and every bit of ctandmg room 
was filled. Miss America was at the 
rrame, and was introduced at the con- 
tusion of the piay. The Mandolin Club 
was out led by. Logan, and they gave 
several pleasing 'election?. In fact, 
r\erythiiig was set (or a Red and White 
victory, but the clean, steady shooting 
Rlue and White players were able to 
outplay and defeated the McGill team. 

Manson got the first jump and Turpel 
was up the floor like a flash', but before 
he broke through the whistle bt«v. 
Manson sent the ball into the ring and 
gave McGill her first point. The second 
free try missed the mark and on the re- 
bound the ball again went wild of the 
basket. Toronto worked the ball down 
the floor, but Crain intercepted a pass, 
and playing a clever bit of combination 
the ball was brought through the de- 
fence, Crain missing a hard shot from 
under the basket.

Amaron 
failed in a lone rush after getting through 
the entire Toronto team. The Blue and 
White team, pounding the McGill bas- 
ket, missed several long shots. The ball 
travelled back and forth, McGill failing 
on numerous occasions to score on easy 
tries Bell got the ball from Graham 
ànd shot a long one into the net. Mc- 
Gill missed The ball travelled into the 
zone again. A penalty and two free 
.brow; were missed. Bel! got the jump, 
ind an unguarded Toronto man rolled 
an easy shot into the basket. Bel! netted 
two on free tries. McGill failed on a 
single free try. The play' was getting 
faster and if it Were not for the fact 
that Manson secured the ball on nearly 
every jump the results would haw been 
worse as the Toronto team were able to 
work several fast plays when they got 
the sphere. Mendelsohn on numerous 
occasions was able to slip in and break 
tip the play when they had the hall . The 
entire team was having to play a defen- 
sive style of play, as fumbSes in passing 
gave Toronto the ball. Turpel was able 
to outplay his man, but did not get much 
chance to shoot. Twice more the ball 
went into the net on free tries for To- 
ronto. A minute later when they got 
'he jump a long shot over the heads of 
■the defence «allied for the Blue. Man- 
son scored on a free try. Toronto got 
the jump, but the close of the period 
ended the play.

Address on Economic Situa- 
tion in Great Britain 



The Rt. Honourable Sir Robert 
Home, ex-Chancellor of the British 
Exchequer, will address the student 
body under the auspices of the McGill 
Canadian Club next Tuesday after- 
noon at 5 p.m. in the ball room of the 
Union. His address is expected to 
deal largely with economic conditions 
in Great Britain and Europe generally. 

Sir Robert was Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, and one of the most out- 
standing statesmen in the recent 
Lloyd George administration and did 
very good work in piloting the finances 
of the country through the 'trouble- 
some after-war period. 

Sir Robert Home is an MA., LL.B., 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, 1921, 
M.P. ("Coalition Unionist), and Grand 
Officer of the Crown of Italy. He 
was educated at Watson's College, 
Edinburgh, and also at the University 
of Glasgow. Sir Robert became presi- 
dent of the University Conservative 
Club, and also of the Students' Rep- 
resentative Council. Pic is a brilliant 
scholar and during his college days 
won many scholarships. 

Sir Robert Home took an active part 
in the last war. He was a lieutenant- 
colonel and in 1918 he became the 
Third Civil Lord of the Admiralty. 

The distinguished statesman is visit- 
ing America chiefly on business. He 
has already spoken in New York, To- 
ronto. Ottawa and various Canadian 
Clubs. He is shortly returning to 
Englînd.

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LEARNING AND EARNING 

"The aim of a college education," declares President Lowell, o. 
Harvard, in his annual report, "should be something larger than :j 
preparation for earning a living, — it should be, not to give student • 
the technical training and tools of their future occupation, but rathe l 
to fit them to be citizens, to develop those qualities that lead to the 
better life both for themselves and the community." That this hu- 
manistic conception of the purposes of higher education is not con- 
fined to Harvard alone among the great American universities is 
borne out by the following quotation from Dr. Henry van Dyke, 
of Princeton, who stated: "The object of a college education is not 
to enable a man to make a living but to teach him how to enrich 
his mental and moral life, to be more of a man. to be a real person 
and not a mere cog in the machinery of industry or trade." Such 
definite statements as these, coming as they do from sources of the 
highest authority, are of great significance. They mean that the 
demands of commercial success and business efficiency are not to 
be allowed to destroy the educational stimulus of culture and the 
liberal arts. 

There are, however, extremes to which the adherents of this 
point of view can be carried that are as enervating and pernicious 
as the over-commercialised outlook to which they are opposed. A 
love of learning and a cultural study 'of the humanities can be car- 
ried to that pitch when they are pursued solely for their own sake, 
and result in the deyelopment, not of a man and a citizen mentally 
and morally enriched, but of a pedant ignorant of practical affairs 
and unsympathetic to the everyday affairs of common humanity. 
There is, too, whatever may be said to the contrary, the pressing 
necessity of earning a living which faces the collegé>man. He, least 
of all, should neglect to avail himself of learning how to do his share 
of the work of the world. And, although, as Dr. van Dyke states, 
the object of college education is not primarily to afford a man the 
means of earning a living, the cultural development that it is its 
main purpose to encourage should not be regarded as antagonistic 
to a training in the life work of the student. 

EDITORIAL NOTE 

The last week-end has been one that has resulted to the par- 
ticular success of the University of Toronto, 'Varsity having hum- 
bled their Montreal opponents in both Basketball and Hockey. Mc- 
Gill's Senior Basketball Team put up a game fight but were unable 
to defeat the visiting quintette, although the last few minutes saw 
a decided rally on the part of the home team. The University of 
Montreal was not privileged to realize the sanguine expectations of 
their supporters who predicted a victory for their representatives 
when they met the Blue and White outfit. Whether or not these 
losses will be compensated, to some degree, by a McGill victory over 
the 'Varsity hockey aggregation on next Friday is a matter for the 
future to decide; but we are confident that the training, ability and 
determination of the Red and White players will, likewise, be de- 
cisive factors.

To the Editor, 
McGill Daily: 
Dear Sir,— I am aware that following 
the first session of the Mock Parliament 
last November, there was some criticism 
in college circles to the effect that toe 
much burlesque had been introduced, 
and that Jittle opportunity was given 
students to debate on serious subjects. 
Some students believed that the meeting 
though a success as an amusing spec- 
tacle, had failed to achieve its main pur- 
lose : that of giving as many men as pos- 
sible a chanci: to express their views on 
political questions. 

I am therefore expressing my personal 
ipinion on the subject, partly in answer 
to this criticism, but also in explanation 
of the policy which I shall try to follow 
at the next meeting of the House. With 
regard to burlesque, I have always be- 
lieved that the purpose of the Mod 
Parliament should be' just as much to 
amuse as to instruct. I have followc 
hese debates for four years, and I have 
;omc to the conclusion that politely par- 
'iamcntary discussions on the time-worn 
ucstions of Tariff, Railways, Immigra- 
tion, Social Reform and so forth, do not 
hold the interest of the majortiy of stu- 
ients, unless enlivened by a good deal of 
omedy. Men and women at this time 
• 'f the year, think twice about sacrific- 
:ig an evening to hear speeches on a sub- 
let which was perhaps an "old reliable" 
in inter-faculty debates when they first 
:anie to college. Last year, the dis- 
cussion of movie censorship, which was 
humorously treated, was voted a success. 
Many other instance could lie given 
when even broad burlesque, bordering on 
the farcical, roused the enthusiasm an<l 
applause of some of the 'largest crowds 
that have ever attended a Mock Parlia- 
ment at McGill. 

As to the criticism that only a few 
men had a chance to speak) 1 would like 
to point out that there were very few 
"set" snosches, and that the House it- 
seJf called for a divisoin before the even- 
ing was really well advanced, thus pri 
venting several men from coining to the 
fore. Tlie only remedy is to prolong 
the session until the last orator has had 
his say — which he would probably have 
m a deserted hall .

Showing a world of speed, coupled 
with brilliant stick handling and com- 
bination play, the McGill junior hockey 
team stepped into the Loyola college 
'•■quad and handed them a 3 — 1 reverse. 
With the exception of the first few 
minutes the Red and White were pre- 
dominant throughout, and never at any 
time were in danger of being headed. 
The win was the first to be chalked up 
by the Juniors, and being ov:V the pre- 
\ iously unbeaten Loyola team looks as 
if they had finally hit their stride. 

Every man on the team oerformcd to 
the best of his ability, and the McGill 
stt|.po; 'crs were given plenty of oppor- 
tunities to give vent to their enthusiasm. 
The forward line worked like a machine 
and swept down the ice three abreast 
lints and again, giving the Loyola de- 
fence all kinds of trouble. Harry Gal- 
ley turned in a beautiful game at centre 
ice, and was the key for numerous 
beautifully engineered attacks that 
brought the crowd to its feet. Abbott 
.-.nd Cope stal led on the wings, and both 
(ravelled at the top of their form, Ab- 
bott being responsible for two of the 
McGill goals, and being especially prnio- 
V.ciit in i/rtaking up thc_ attacks of the 
lipopsiltg forwards. Goldie and Code 
.aired well on the defence, blocking ef- 
fectively, and both making several spec- 
tacular end to end rushes. Munro play- 
ed \\<dll in goal and the only one that 
id beat him was the result of a serani 
ble in front of the net, that did not give 
him any chance to save. The coach 
made free use of his subs, and they 
turned in equally as good a game as the 
regulars. 

The Loyola play centred mostly round 
heir star forward, Wayland, and it 
•.vas mainly through his good work that 
Loyola averted a whitewash. 

The game started with a rush and for 
;lic first few minutes the Loyola for- 
wards appeared to have the edge on the 
.\fcGill men. Munro was called upon 
to make several stops, but he handled 
everything that came towards him in a 
;SoT and steady 'mariner: 

The Red and White forwards soon 
leadicd down, and carrying the play to 
ills other cud of the rink maintained 
.lie offensive for the remainder of the 
'■.arnc. Galley and Abbott broke through 
Several times, but the Loyola goalie prove 
ed their stumbling block. Finally, af- 
ter about six minutes of play Abbott 
put McGril one up ou a beautiful shot 
from the side that gave Mill absolute- 
ly no chance to save. Hyinan went on 
for Cope, and the pace livened up con- 
siderably. Galley got right through, but 
inisscd ait almost sure chance to score 
when he shot from too great an angle 
i he McGill defence held their op|>un 
juts out, and forced 'them to shoot from 
long range, which proved easy picking 
:'ur Munro, who turned their shots away 
.1 line style. Code and Goldie rushed 
,'cpcatcdly and gavte their forwards 
lots of support in their attacks. As a re- 
sult of one of Code's rushes, Abbott se- 
cured the rebound from his shot, and 
butldc it in for McGill's second coun- 
'er. Loyola worked their heads off in 
mi effort to break into the scoring col- 
nnn, but the Red and White back- 
•liecked like, fiends, completely bottling 
them up. Some very' pretty combina- 
tion rlay was staged by the McGill for- 
wards, who went down three abreast, 
and were successful several times in 
(jetting through, but poor shooting rob- 
bed them ofy a chance to pile up die 
score. Just before half time Galley 
and Abbott broke away, the former 
eluded the defence but was crowded off 
into a comer, from where he passed out 
to Abbott. Abbott shot and Galley, 
swooping in cm the goaler, got the re- 
bound and scored, putting McGill three 
ahead. 

The second period started with the 
McGill team playing more of a defen- 
sive game, being safely in the lead, and 
content to let their opponents tire them- 
selves out in trying to break through. 
The Loyola team worked like trojans, 
and finally after five minutes had elapsed, 
Wayland scored from a mix-up in front 
of the McGill nets. The Red and White 
now discarded their defensive tactics, 
and assumed the offensive. Play be- 
came rather strenuous, and several pen- 
alties were handed out, Referee Shearer 
keeping the game well in hand. Ab- 
bott and Galley went through, but Gal- 
in his anxiety to get Abbott's pass 
front of the goal, went into the net 
himself. Goldie made a beautiful rush 
down the side and almost scored, but 
Mill made a brilliant save. Hytnan 
came in fast for the rebound, and tested 
the goaler again. With a couple of min- 
utes to go Loyola threw all their men 
into the attack, but in so doing left their 
defence open and only the good work 
of their goaler kept McGill from adding 
to their score. The final benn rang 
with the score 3—1 hi favor of the Red 
and White. 



On Saturday morning in the hollow 
the M.S.P.E. hockey team, playing 
their second game in the Women's City 
Hockey League, were again victorious 
defeating the M.A.A.A. girls by the 
score of 10—0.

CAUSE OF BLUE COLOR IN 
WATER DISCOVERED 



Some people aie always waiting for 
ibcir luck to turn, but, when it does 
turn they are disappointed in finding it 
the same on both iides. 



The long controversy as to the 
luse ot the blue colour of water has 
been settled, thanks to recent work 
done at the University of Toronto, 
said Professor F. B. Kenrick, speaking 
bciorc the Chemistry Section of the 
American Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Science. 

Thcic arc three separate causes', 
Trolcssor Kenrick explained, any one 
of which alone may, under suitable 
conditions, cause this blue colour: ab- 
sorption, light scattering, and reflec- 
tion of the blue sky. As examples of 
these causes, he went on to say that 
the blue in a swimming tank is due to 
the first cause, that of a lake or sea 
seen from the land is caused chiefly by 
the sky, and the de?p blue seen on 
looking vertically into the sea in the 
tropics is due to light scattering. — The 
Tech
